ORDER 


As per G . O . read as 1st paper above Government have issued orders to 
revise the water tariff levied by Kerala Water Authority w .e.f. 1- 4 - 1999. 


In the letter read as 2nd paper above , Managing Director, Kerala Water 
Authority has forwarded a proposal for the revision of the existing water tariff 
since the cost of operation /production costs of Kerala Water Authority has 
increased significantly over the years due to the increase in electricity charges, 
other input costs and the revision of pay scales of its employees. Managing 
Director, Kerala Water Authority has also reported that KWA needs to repay 
loans taken from various financial institution and banks. Besides, Kerala Water 
Authority has to remit monthly Electricity Charges. The current water tariff was 
fixed during 1999 and no revision has been effected for the last 10 years. The 
Kerala Water Authority is therefore , left with no option other than to revise the 
water tariff suitably .

As per Section 23 of Kerala Water Supply and Sewerages Act, it has been 
stipulated that, to the extent possible , the functioning of Kerala Water Authority 
should be carried out without incurring losses and for this the charges and taxes 
levied by the Authority need to be fixed , accordingly . In the circumstances , it is 
requested to revise the water charges appropriately to meet the severe financial 
crisis faced by Kerala Water Authority , to some extent. 


Government have examined the matter in detail and are pleased to convey 
its approval to the Kerala Water Authority under the proviso to clause ( iii ) of 
Sub Section (2) of Section 15 of the Kerala Water Supply and Sewerage Act, 
1986 for revision of the water tariff, now being levied by the Authority from the 
domestic , non -domestic and industrial consumers for the water supplied by the 
Authority from the Water Supply Schemes/ Systems vested with and /or belonging 
to it, in its service are a as detailed below with effect from 1-9-2008 .

It is further ordered that no water charges will be collected from BPL families 
who consume upto 10 ,000 litres per month . The water charge arrears of BPL 
families upto 31 -8 - 2008 will be written off. The water connection charges for BPL 
families will be reduced to 50 % of the existing rate .
